Landmarks of the Quebec road- 
sides, everywhere hold one with 
fascinated Interest on account of 
their connection with the past, and 
because as a rule they are such as 
occur nowhere else this side the 
Atlantic. 

Shrines, large and small, elaborate 
uri simple, erected by communities, 
or by some Societé or by private 
persons. Large “Crosses” marking 
off the miles and cross-roads; and 
along these roads, at somewhat in- 
frequent intervals, one happens on 
old mills driven by water-power. or 
possessed of wind-driven sails, or 
standing like storm-swept ships.at- 
sea when gales have licked away 
their canvas, The “gales of time” 
have in many instances -made mere 
“playthings” out of these old mills 
erected in olden days of the grand 
seigneurs. 

An especially well-preserved old 
mill of “the towered wind-mill type” 
is ‘to be seen on the Varennes road.

He had. seen Kelly under the 
influence of liquor.‘a couple of months 
ago. but did not know him as 2 habitu- 
al drinking man ‘and’ had never had 
any trouble with him. Tae bottles 
used in forwarding the samples had 
been carefully cleaned and sterilized. 

Asked by the Magistrate what 
grounds: were relied upon in the re- 
quest for committal, Mr. Carswell 
stated that.the contents of the pot 
had been analyzed and found to be 
pure. The cup and the coffee pot 
were both clean before being used, 
and the’ cup was alright when Kelly 
had his supper, After supper, _how- 
ever, the cup was found to be pollut- 
ed. The only persons mentioned in 
the evidence “as having been there 
were the accused and Kelly. There 


was a remote possibility of a third 


party having entered, but this was 
very improbable,.as Rovers would 
have seen him. It was purely circum- 
stantial evidence; but he considered 
it sufficient to warrant the case being 
sent on to the higher court for fur- 
ther enquiry. 

Mr. Payne, replying, contended that 
according to Kelly’s evidence the only 
opportunity Rovers had to put poisen 
in the cup was -while Kelly was out, 
and he had gone a very short ‘dis- 
tance from the door. Rovers'was do- 
ing the same work when Kelly. came 
in that he was at-jvhen Kelly went 
out. No evidence had been given of 
any of the pojson having been found 
on Rovers’ person or among his be- 
longings, or of where he had purchas- 
ed any, He claimed.that no adequate 
motive had been. shown. Mr. Payne 


‘thought that there «were quite a few 


people who had more-reason to poison 
him than had been shown why Rovers 
should poison Kelly, and yet Mr. 
Payne had escaped thus far. 

He did. not consider the evidence 
sufficient to remand for trial, and 
stated that the Crown could again 
take up the case at a later date if 
‘more evidence was obtainable.

Varennes road! Out,of it our pres- 
ent-day architects might very well 
find many a sug preston for produc- 
ing a distinct and all-Canadian type 
of architecture. We have grown too 
much in the habit of thinking these 
old mills belong only to the past 
and that their day is entirely over 
except as historic wayside land- 
marks, ‘Our landscape gardeners in 
particular ra dah very well take hints 
in “effect’’ their old lines! 
“Irrigation works” might even find 
suggestions, from these old Norman- 
French mills and granaries, for. 
“pumping stations.” A_ stronger 
appeal to the public would be made 
were real beauty added to useful- 
ness. One sometimes hears com- 
ilaints that artesian well “pumps” 
take from the beauty cf the land- 
scape, and so, directly, from the 
value of property, otherwise in the 
happy possession of charming views. 

“The Round Tower" of the olden 
days, such ag this one at Varennes, 
appears full of suggestion for all 
sorts of uses, but of course the 
original use as “mill,” where the 
countryside brought its grain to be 
erating into flour, has in most_in- 
stances passed away, even in Que- 
bec; while the old mills driven by 
water-power are, in many instances, 
still in constant use after centuries 
of faithful service. 

Certainly none of these old towers 
should be allowed to fall into de- 
cay or be torn down for any pur- 
pose whatsoever. These first guide 
posts in the history of the country’s 
milling, even now, are as priceless 
old manuscripts, In our library of

GREEKS AND TURKS __ 
WILL CLASH END 
OF THE WEEK 


Constantinople, June 10.—A Greek 
offensive Is announced for the end of 
the week and both sides apparently 
are confident of victory. Speaking of 
the impending attack, Izzet Pasha, in 
command of the Turkish troops, said: 

“We are not alarmed over the Brit- 
ish aid to the Greeks. Let them come 
and enter our traps.” 

The entire Turkish forces, estimat- 
ed at 100,000, with 60,000 effectives, 
occupy virtually the same locations 
between Brussa and Smyrna as they 
did in March last. 

The Greeks, reinforced by British 
airplarfes, tanks and gas shells, have 
120,000 men, of whom 80,000- are effec- 
tive as a fighting unit. The: Greek 
morale, owing to quarrels, was poor 
until lately, but has vastly . improved 
owing to British support. 

There are many conjectures as to 
the outcome of the offensive. It is 
pointed out that the issue now is be- 
tween the British and Bodlsheviki, and |’ 
the latter are ready to send troops to 
assist the Turks. 

The British are not sending troops 
but supplies to the Greeks. They will 
also employ war vessels in the Black 
Sea and at various Turkish ports. 
The opinion is held here by some that 
if the Greeks defeat the Nationalists 
along the Eski-Shehr, a “Fiume-Kara- 
hishara line, then the Bolshevik! will 
complete the work of breaking up An- 
atolia in an attempt to secure politic- 
al control,

The need of the very best thos- 
pital facilities is now regarded as im- 
perative. te 

For twenty" years the Red Deer 
Memorial Hospital has provided ac- 
commodation for th® sick and suffer- 
ing of this district. The citizens of 


Red Deer have contributed generous-| 


ly to its support, with the unstinted 
backing of many from the surround- 
ing districts. It was inevitable that 
sentimental views should be woven 
about the institution. As these views 
varied, the estimate of the hospital’s 
monetary worth for incorporation into 
the new hospital scheme varied. 


It was remarkable that the body of 
men comprising the new Board should 
he able to crystallize these views into 
terms of dollars and cents, and in a 
single day's sittings provide a work- 
able plan for hospital accommodation 
covering such a wide flung district as 
this involves. It is the first time, in 
Alberta, that such an understanding 
ha’ been reached between city and 
rural interests with such unanimity.

DROWNED IN THE 
 BLINDMAN 


The body of Fred Baumback, aged

Commercial:Students, to be Held 
From June 20th | ‘to 29th Inclusive. 


Grades vill and IX * 


‘The Hon. Geo, P. Smith, Minister of 
Education, announces a change. of 
policy in connection with the’ Grades 
VIII and IX Departmental | Examina- 
tions. In former. years candidates for 
the Grade VHI examination in outlying 
rural schools: were required to ‘go to 
selected ‘céntres where at least twelve 
candidates could’ be assembled for’ the 
examination. ‘The Minister found this 
system to work a hardship on a large 
number of students as it necessitated 
many of them: being away from home 
for at leasta week, living under strange 
conditions, ‘which: seriously interfered 
with their chances of passing the ex- 
amination. Much difficulty was found 
in securing suitable living accommo- 
dation for theze-young people, and this 
added to the expense which the par- 
ents were asked to bear, resulted in 
many boys and girls not writing the 
High School Entrance Examination. 
This year, all candidates for the Grades 
VIII and IX Departmental Examina- 
tions will write in their ‘own schools, 
which should result in a much larger 
number of rural candidates qualifying 
to enter High School. 

Centres have been geieqted in all 
parts of the Province where  candi- 
dates for the Grades X, XI and XII 
examinations may write. Each candi- 
date for these examinations is advised 
as to the centre at which he will write. 
Any candidates who have not yet 
notified the Department of their inten- 
tion to write the Departmental Exam- 
inations should do so at once, 

Presiding Examiners - 

The appointment of Presiding Exam- 
iIners and all local arrangements in 
connection with the examination will 
be in the hands.of the Board of Trus- 
tees. During the;examinations ex- 
changes of teachers will take place 
wherever possible under the new ar- 
rangement, in order that the former 
safeguards may , be retained as far as 
possible.

TIME TO HATCH 


To catch the best market they must 
be hatched before the last’ of April, 
and take about two months to reach 
the desired weight. The males of al- 
most any pure: breed are in demand. 
Even Leghorns at this age will “be 
eagerly accepted on the market, if 
plump and well dressed. 

The broilers may run with the rest 

of the flock of chicks and be fed the 
same until approaching one pound in 
weight and should then be separated 
and placed in small yards or pens, fed 
only soft mash, consisting of two 
parts corn meal, two parts ground 
buckwheat and one part ground oats 
or similar fattening ration, mixed 
with sour skim milk-or buttermilk. 
The mash should be fed fairly thin 
and in troughs, three times a day. 
Give the birds all they will eat, then 
clean out the troughs. Allow no feed 
to remain before the birds 
meals. 
“If-sour milk is given for drink it 
will add to the palatability of the 
meat and hasten the gain in weight, 
and an abundance of green feed 
should be available or provided. 


KILLING. AND MARKETING 


Broilers are exceedingly tender and 
great care shoulq be exercised in 
plucking. . It may be advisable to 
market alive if the price can be ad- 
justed to compensate for the time 
saved the shipper, but if shipped 
dressed they should be carefully pack- 
ed and graded..so that each. package 
is uniform in quality and weight.

The 78th Battery, C.F.A., which has 
recently- been organized by Major R. 
C. Lister, M.C., at Red Deer, has ar- 
ranged for the use of the Exhibition 
Grounds at Req Deer for its camp. 
The 78th Battery will train from 4th 
July to 9th July, and the gun crews 
will proceed to Sarcee on 28th July 
for four days. 

The two Edmonton batteries, the 
61st and 92nd, will not go into Camp 
this year, but will carry out training 
at local headquarters. These batteries
